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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are currently pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Lack of Unity Requirement 

Claims 1-10 are drawn to more than one inventive concept (as defined by PCT Rule 13), 
and accordingly, a restriction is required according to the provision of PCT Rule 13.2. 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the international application shall relate to one invention only 
or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept (requirement 
of unity of invention). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled 
only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the 
same or corresponding special technical features. 

Annex B, Part 1(b), provides that "special technical features" mean those technical 
features, which, as a whole, define a contribution over the prior art. 

Annex B, Part 1 (e), provides combinations of different categories of claims and states: 

"The method for determining unity of invention under Rule 13 shall be construed as permitting, in 
particular, the inclusion of any one of the following combinations of claims of different categories in the same 
international application: 

(i) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, an independent claim for a process specially 
adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an independent claim for a use of the said product, 
or 

(ii) in addition to an independent claim for a given process, an independent claim for an apparatus or means 
specifically designed for carrying out the said process, or 

(iii) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, an independent claim for a process 
specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an independent claim for an apparatus or 
means specifically designed for carrying out the said process,. . " 
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This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.L 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-9, are drawn to a process for the recovery of sterols and tocopherols 
products, variously classified in several subclasses of class 558. 

II. Claims 10, is drawn to method of use of plant sterols drawn to a method of use of 
products, variously classified in several subclasses of classes 514. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: they do not share the same essential structural 
element(s) that define the "special technical feature" necessary to specify a contribution over the 
prior art. 

The structural moiety common to Groups I and II sterol and tocopherol, which is known 
in the art ( see US 555 12691 A) and therefore, cannot be said the special technical feature, which 
makes a contribution over the prior art. Thus, these claims lack the corresponding special 
technical feature(s) necessary to link them together to fulfill the Unity of invention requirement. 

In response to the restriction requirement, applicants' representative Herbert Duno, 
on 08/14/2007, has elected without traverse, the invention of Group I, claims 1-9, drawn to o a 
process for the recovery of sterols and tocopherols products. Claim 10 is withdrawn from further 
consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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The withdrawn subject matter is patentably distinct from the elected subject matter as it differs in 
structure and element and would require separate search considerations. In addition, a reference, 
which anticipates one group, would not render obvious the other. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 
CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 
Applicants preserve their right to file a divisional on the non-elected subject. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The cancellation of non-elected claim 10. The closest prior art is US Patent No. 
5,512,691. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
